
Bell ringers silenced at Target

Every season shoppers see the men 
and women dressed in a red Salvation 
Army apron, greeting people as they 
pass, ringing their bells, and standing 
next to a red tin bucket for donations. 

Starting this season, the bell ringers 
have been silenced at all of the Target 
stores. The Target Corporation is now 
enforcing their no solicitation policy on 
all individual organizations and non- 
profit organizations, which includes the 



Salvation Army. 

In previous years, Salvation Army 
was the only organization that could 
stand in the front of the doorways at 
Target. Salvation Army volunteers sta- 
tioned at Target stores in the Kansas 
City area brought in Si 50,000, and 
nationally pulled in approximately $9 
million. 

This loss of S9 million affects hun- 
dreds of needy families, families that 
have no winter clothes, families with 
no shelter from the cold, and families 
with little food or water. 



The Salvation Army states that they 
are dedicated to caring for the poor, 
feeding the hungry, clothing the naked, 
loving the unlovable, and befriending 
the friendless. This dedication has pro- 
duced an international network of 
helpful ministries. 

The Salvation Army is trying to 
increase the number of corporations 
where bell ringers are welcome to make 
up for the money the expected loss 
from Target. 

Target wants to remind people while 
they will not allow ringers outside the 



store they do help the community by 
donating more than $2 million a week.

economy is the way it is now. Many of 
the people only make minimum wage, 
and can’t afford two meals a day,” 

Levine said. 

Levine explained that there is always a 
need for help. The center is always open 
for help, even if it is for an hour. 

“After we serve the meal, we are 
always invited back, and told to just 
show up if we wanted,” Levine said. 

In addition to the meals, the center 
also provides other services to 200 indi- 
viduals a day. During the holiday sea- 
son, after their hot turkey and gravy 
meal, they can pick up hygiene prod- 
ucts, sweatshirts, gloves, socks and other 
items they can’t afford. All of these 
items are donated. Donations are 
received from those in the community, 
such as churches, synagogues and sur- 



rounding neighborhood groups. 

“They don’t care if it was a used 
sweatshirt, as long as they can use it,’ 
Levine said. 

After they leave the center, people 
walk home; many of them don’t own 
cars. 

The center provides a meal that they 
can’t afford at home. 

The Wilhelmina Gill Center is locat- 
ed at 7th and Nebraska, in Kansas City, 
Kan. Currently, volunteers are anticipat- 
ing serving 450 adults and children. 

“Aside form volunteering, toys hats, 
gifts, and food is always needed for the 
holiday season,” Levine said.
